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61. In apparatus, as defined in claim 46, 
the combination comprising: 

d) first upper and lower assemblies for 
carrying and controllably driving said first upper and 
lower endless conveyors, 

e) there being a frame including at least 
one guide supporting at least one of said first 
assemblies for guided movement toward and away from the 
other assembly, 



f) and there being at least one spring for 
exerting yieldable force to urge at least one of said 
first conveyors toward the other and toward the wire.
